would have repealed the present gar­ 
nishment law and

The pro])osition of forming a mu­ 
tual fire insurance company for the 
benefit of retail merchant'« was prc- 
Kented by W. S. Thorne, of Mohorly, 
and met witii such cordial app^'obi-

infringements of the law, 
and

company, if convicted, is subject to a 
maximum fine of $1,300,000. The re­ 
bates are said to have been granted 
by the road while the sugar refinery 
was being erected at Garden City in 
19 05 and 19 00, on shipments of build­ 
ing material, the freight 
on which 
amounted to $100,000. 
It is alleged the railroad agreed to 
return 35 per cent of the $100,000, hut 
nily $12.000 had 
been 
paid 
when 
complaints were heard 
from 
other 
shippers, and the 
government com­ 
menced the investigation. 
The ofTicials of the government as- 
sprt that officers of the railroad ad­ 
mit that $12,000 was paid back, 
hut 
it is maintained by the company that 
(he money constitutes a bonus to en­ 
courage the building of the refinery 
ni a site adjoining the railroad, and 
was not given as rebates nor as dis­ 
crimination against other shippers.

goods, a serial number will serve to 
notify the purchaser that the dealer 
has gYiaranteed to the state that 
goods are 5(o matt© and hraiitMTas to 
comply with the law.

who are obliged to do the work almost 
entirely, while the men spend their 
time in the 
coffee-houses 
drinking 
strong coffee and smoking numberless 
cigarettes, all in true oriental fashion. 
Little girls are compelled to take up 
the work early, at seven or ten years 
of age at the latest, and they keep at 
it unceasingly until they go to their 
graves. 
The market for the wools is held 
every Thursday from dawn to sunset 
in the bazar of Uschak, which is then 
filled with purchasers who have ar­ 
rived on buffaloes, camels, donkeys 
and other picturesrpie beasts of bur­ 
den.' The spun wools are not dyed by 
the weavers themselves, but l)y special 
dyers. 
More than 3,000 female* weavers are 
employed at Uschak in the i>repara- 
tion of carpets. 
Jlie ojiorators are 
generally members of the same family, 
but there are a number of girls who 
earn about six to seven cents per day. 
The Ghiardis carpets 
are generally 
smaller than those of Uschak. 
Very 
fine prayer carpets, closely woven and 
of harmonious colors, are produced in 
imitation of the Persian carpf;is. 
Carpets are made into bales of 2S0 
pounds each and covered with goat­ 
skins. The caravans pass the night in 
the open country at the foot of some 
hill, the drivers under tents and the 
camels and their loads in the open air. 
Very large carpets, too heavy to be 
packed, are folded and thrown across 
the backs of the camels in the foi ni of 
a covering. 
W hen the caiqiets arrive 
in Sm yrna they are spread out, beaten, 
broomed and repacked in bales weigh­ 
ing 500 to 600 pounds each for ex­ 
portation.

Tliis was followed by an even 
more detailed account of the workings 
of an aiiti-J a])anese government pro­ 
paganda which had for its object the 
placing of a new ministry in power, 
with Count Okiima as premier. 
The invcstigatiou has 
been 
con­ 
ducted by the J apanese embassy of­ 
ficials and the sta te deiiartmont, wdio 
were a i loss to account for the circu­ 
lation of the anti-J apanese stories be­ 
lieved to be inflaming the people of 
the United States against J apan, am 
giving much more seriousness to the 
prohlein confronting the two govern 
mcnts than it deserved on its merit 
or the governments 
themselves 
at 
tached to it. 
It has been discovered 
that 
Di 
Masiy I Miy akawo, who has been mak 
ing his home in this country and in 
Washington off and on for the past 
eight y ears, is responsible for mos 
of the pui)lications. 
Two or three day s ago a press a s­ 
sociation was betray ed into sending 
to hundreds of papers in all parts of 
the country a statement that an offi­ 
cial memorandum of the foreign min­ 
ister of J apan, Hay ashi, 
had 
been 
seen, wdiieh showed that it was now 
a 
settled 
J aiianese policy that no 
further treaty stipulation 
would 
be 
made which proposed to bar J apanese 
immigrants from this country . 
It develops that Milwaukee found a 
flispatch in, one of tlie opposition J ap­ 
a nese 
pajiers indicating 
that 
this 
should he the policy 
pursued, 
and, 
making a translation of it in liberal 
terms, and with “ a touch of y ellow” 
to make it attractive, he siicceded in 
having it circulated. 
The fact is that Miy akawa has no 
standing here or in J apan which en­ 
titles him to speak for any part of 
the J apanese government. 
He is not 
received at the J apanese legation, and 
lives in very modest circumstances.

means of income here have been very 
limited. 
A|: no 
time 
when 
dls- 
tingiiished J apanese visited this coun­ 
try has he attemi» le<l to see them or 
be recognized by them, nor has he 
vi.sited

bassy . 
He claims to have an interest in a 
paper printed on the Pacific Coast in 
the interest of the J apanese there, 
and known as the J aiiancse Tribune. 
He is ill constant communication with 
J apanese agitators on our coast, but, 
so far as a searcliing investigation has 
been able to develop, has not been 
in cable cimmiinication with any one 
representing 
the 
J apanese 
govern­ 
ment abroad. 
Both countries, through their cool 
official foreign office heads, believe 
hat the continued agitation which he

has been able to stir up and the pro­ 
paganda which he has carried on is 
prejudicial to the interests of both, 
and the continuance of their friendly 
relations.

can s in regiiu is where white ru le has 
n ot been estabiished , they n ever carry 
arms. On the con trary, the implemen t 
aften ost siu u i in their han d s is a hoe. 
Nevertlu U.‘ss, they aj» pear to have 
d escen d ed from warlike an cestors an d 
were probably d riven sou thward from 
their origin al mou n tain home by some 
con qu erin g 
ehitd ’. 
Remin iscen ces of 
this past may he seen in their .semi- 
military architeetiin ', which d oes n ot 
resemble that of an y of the n eighbor­ 
in g peoples. 
At a little d istan ce on e 
of their villages looks like a fortified 
city. 
The Mou n d an village, of which Lere 
is an excellen t type, is in closed by a 
series of rou n d towers con n ected by- 
walls from two to thri'C meters in 
height. 
In sid e, parallel to the in clos­ 
in g walls, is a circle of cu polas, each 
on e pierced with a sin gle hole.

are the gran aries, the most importan t 
bu ild in gs of the town . 
They are erected on piles su pported 
on great ston es, which

d en ts as well as of d ampn ess, an d the 
on ly en tran ce is throu gh the hiile in 
the vau lted roof. 
Between the ou ter 
wall an d the gran aries are the homes 
of the ^leople, while the resid en ce of 
the chief faces the en tran ce.
